extract, and by a communication of papers from Mr. Fuller, Agent for the iſland of Ja- 


maica, of which. I ſend you copies, I am led to believe. that although the addreſs therein 
referred to has not been officially received, it has paſſed the Aſſembly, and thceretore I 
mean to write to you upon the ſuppoſition that it has been actually received. 


% Upon the firſt reading of the concluding parts of the addreſs, IL was led to conceive, 
that it was the intention of the Aſſembly to offer to bear the whole expence of the addi- 
tional force which they have: ſolicited from his Majeſty. But upon a-more attentive pe- 
ruſal of the terms of the addreſs, it has occurred to me, that poſſibly they only mean to 
bear that proportion of expence, which they are accuſtomed to bear with reſpect to his 
| Majeſty's troops now ſtationed in the iſſand. This induces. me to ſtate more at large to 
your Lordſhip, than might otherwiſe have been neceſſary at this time, his Majeſty's ſen- 
timents on the. requeſt of the Aſſembly of Jamaica; and with that view it is neceſſary to 
premiſe, that. fram the preſent general ſtate of Europe, and the continuance of tranquil-

* Upon a review of the military eſtabliſhments of this country, it appears, that from 
the year 1764, to the year 1775, a period when the proſpect of a continuance of peace 
was not more flattering than at preſent, the allotment of military force for the iſland of 


maica did not exceed, at a medium, two regiments, about 800 men. The preſent eſta« 


bliſhment allotted to that. ſervice is no leſs than four regiments, amounting to 1808 eſta» 


| bliſhment, an increaſe which has been occaſioned by the ſame circumſtances which have 
rendered it neceſſary to keep up in Great Britain, and moſt of the dependencies of the 


empire, a greater force than under the change of circumſtances is now. thought to be ne- 
125 ceſſary. The reſult therefore of the conſideration which his Majeſty's ſervants have given 
to the ſubjeCt is, that upon a general.view ot the ſtate of the empire, independent of cir- 
cumſtances of a. temporary, or. of a local nature, it would be proper to recur to the eſta» 
bliſhment for the iſland of Jamaica which took place during the period of eleven years to 
which I have already referred. In this conſideration, however, his Majeſty's ſervants 


have not omitted to pay due attention to the repreſentations which have recently been 


laid before them and are now re ſtated in the copy of the addreſs of the 4th November 
| Laſt. Theſe circumſtances have already induced them to order a regiment.to be removed 
from Barbadoes to the. iſland of Jamaica, and will likewiſe induce them to.poſtpone, du- 
ring the next ſeſſion of Parliament, moving for any reduction of the military force pre- 


ſently ſtationed in the Weſt-Indies. This delay has taken place not only from the ur-

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Aſſemblies of the different iſlands to take this ſuhject under their deliberate conſideration 
becauſe, if, from local circymitances, or, from circumſtances of internal policy. they 
conceive it to be eſſential to keep up an eitabl#hment beyond the ſcale of that which was 
de: med neceffary during the years between 1764 and 1775 inclufive. they will naturally 
be expected to take the proper and effectual means to make a proviſion for the exceſs of 
eſtabliſhment, which they may require, beyond the allotment of that periad. | 


..« Your Lordfhip muſt feel how much more important a due attention to this ſubject 
is rendered, by the demand of additional force now made by the Aſſembly of Jamaica, 
If they are of opinion, that ſuch a force is neceſfary, either permanently, or for a limited 
period, the expenee will be the whole of what is requiſite for the pay of the privates, and 
for the maintenance and accommodation, as well of the privates, as of the officers of the 
regiments of infantry already there, or that may be ſent there in virtue of the preſent re- 
quiſition, beyond the eſtabliſhment allotted for the ifland in the years between 1964 and 
1775. I mention the pay of the privates only., becauſe it is not the intention of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervants to propoſe a reduction of the preſent eſtabliſhment of officers, and they 
have no defire to load the iſland with any cxpence, beyond the additional expence to be 
actually incurred in conſequence of a compliance with their requiſition. The Cavalry 
demanded by them is a compleat addition of eſtabliſhment to its whole extent, and of 
courſe the whole expence of it muſt be borne by them. I cannot at preſent give your 
Lordſhip a minute ſtatement of the whole of the expence arifing from the articles I have 
detailed, but ſhall tranſmit ät to you, by the earhett opportunity after I am enabled to do ſo. 


8 Having thus explained to your Lordſhip the general principles on which it is his Ma- 
jeſty's pleaſure you ſhould communicate with the Aſſembly of Jamaica on this ſubject, I 
have his Majeſty's. commands at the ſame time to inform you, that with a view of reliev- 
ing the iſland from its preſent alarm, he has directed the Secretary at War to fend an 
eventual order to the commanding officer ot the province of Nova-Scotia, to obey any re- 
Guiſition which may come trom your Lordſhip, for tne tranſporting two regiments from 
Halifax to Jamaica This reinforcement, joined to the regiment which muſt already have 
come from the ifland of Barbadoes, would give to the ifland of Jamaica-the full addition 
to the force of infantry they have ſolicited. It was impoſſible to do it in the form of aug- 
mentation to the ſtrength of the x:giments already there, becauſe ſuch a meaſure would 
break in upon the arrangement of the eſtabliſhment «t the army in general; and from 
what I have already ſtated to you, there will be no difference of expence between the two 
modes, exccpt as far as may ariſe from the maintenance and accommodation of the in- 
creaſed number of officers. 


J am therefore commanded by his Majeſty to convey bis direct ions to your Lord- 
ſhip, tha: if the Aſſembly of Jamaica explicitly agree and pledge themſelves to defray the 
expence [ have detailed in the former part of this diſpatch, your Lordſhip will take the 
meaſures you ſhall j judge molt effectual for ſpeedily tranſporting the two regiments from 
Nova Scotia, reſpecting which the Secretary at War has tranimitted his Majeſty' s com- 
mands, in the letter of which I ſend you a copy. 


« With wipe u to the cavalry, it is his Majeſty's intention to take immediate ſteps for 
complying with that part of the Aſſembly's requeſt, becauſe a delay in complying with it 
till a return can be had from your Lordſhip, how far the ifland is willing to acquieſce in 
the conditions under which, only, it can be permitted to remain in the iſland, might be 
attended with inconvenience. His Majeſty has therefore given orders fer ſending to the 
illand of Jamaica 150 diſmounted cavalry, in part of the 300, which the Aſſembly have 
| re queſled.

requeſled. His Majeſty has not judged it expedient to ſend more at firſt, becauſe, having 
taken every proper means to obtain the beſt information on the ſubject, his Majeſty is 
adviſed, that to ſend horſes of the kind uſed for cavalry in this country, would not only 
be attended with an enormous expence to:the iſland, but they would not be in any mate- 
rial degree ſerviceable for the object in view. The information I have laid before his 
Majeſty induces me to believe, that the provinces of Georgia, Virginia, or Rhode-Ifland, 
are the places the moſt proper from whence to ootain a ſupply of horſes adapted to the 
ſervice; and that they can be obtained and landed in the iſland at an expence not exceed- 
ing the original price at which they could be purchaſed in this country. Georgia is repre- 


ſented. as the moſt proper place. This conſideration, joined to the other circumſtance o 


the horſes of this country not being nearly ſo well calculated for the {ervice, affords a de- 
ciſive reaſon for only ſending, in the firſt inſtance, 150 of the men demanded Probably 


to that amount the iſl-nd may be able to mount immediately, and the remaining 150 


will be ſent in ſuch time as to reach the ifland of Jamaica before the further ſupply of 
horſes neceſſary for their uſe can be procured. 2 


e Having thus fully laid before your Lordſhip his Majeſty's commands on this ſubject, 
to which your Lordſhip will pay..due attention, it remains for me to direct you, in caſe 
the Aſſembly of Jamaica do not ſee it neceſſary to comply with the conditions I have 
pointed out reſpecting the regiments ſtationed in Nova Scotia, to give the earlieſt in- 
timation to the officer commanding in that province, that the requiſition he is commanded 
to obey will not be mace; and you will, at the ſame time, give me the earlieſt informa- 
tion you can on the ſame ſupject, that the intended reductions, poſtponed on account of 
this ſervice, may not be unneceſſarily retarded. And, in like. manner, if the Aſſembly 
of Jamaica do not think it expedient to retain the :ſervice of the cavalry on the terms 
which have been propoſed, your Lordſhip will. take the proper meaſures for returning

« In obeying the commands I have received from his Majeſty, your Lordſhip will have 

| obſerved, that I have avoided.entering on any diſcuſſion of: what is ſtated in the firſt part 
of the Aſſembly's addreſs. No propoſition has been brought forward in this country reſ- 
pecting the negroes at preſent in the Weſt India iſlands, It is highly probable, that the 
. calamitous ſtate of the iſland of St. Domingo may afford juſt cauſe of alarm to the plan- 


ters of the iſland of Jamaica, and of courſe induce them to take every precaution to pre- 


vent the principles, which have occaſioned the inſurreCtion in St Domingo, from reaching 
ta the iſland of Jamaica. I cannot at the ſame time avoid intimating, that there are very 
obvious cauſes to which that inſurrection muſt be aſcribed, wholly independent of any 
opinions entertained, or, any propoſitions brought forward. by any perfons, of any deſcrip. 
tion in Great-Britain. The proprietors of Weſt India property have certainly derived 
great advantages to the preſent value of their produce, from the preſent diſaſtreus ſtate 
of that iſland, and it is matter of ſerious regret that theſe advantages have not been ob- 
tained without expoſing our own Weſt India iſlands to thoſe dangers which appear ſo 
much, and perhaps ſo july to alarm them. From the contents of this letter they muſt 
be ſatisfied of his Majeſty's anxious endeavours to put them in a fituation to relieve theme

month, he will have a claim to as much more to be paid to him in ſpeciez without any 
aſſiſtance to be expected in the mean time from. the taxes to be collected for the preſent 
year. The Receiver-General having repreſented upon this occaſion, that the great and 
general ſcarcity of current ſpecie gave reaſon to apprehend it would be impoſſible to com. 
ply with the terms of the contract requiring that mode of payment, and that he attri- 
buted partly to that cauſe the backwardneſs of the collecting conſtables in their remit- 
tances, it became neceſſary for the Commiſſioners: to conſider of fuch- immediate meaſures 
as appeared moſt eligible to ſupply the deficiency; and, in this view, they have autho- 
rized the Receiver- General to iſſue-to Alexander Donaldſon, Eſquire, in payment of his 
contract, public notes in ſums of 5.

ſters, of explicitly pledging ourſelves to defray the expences of Britiſh pay to ſuch of your 
Majeſty's troops as may be ordered to our aſſiſtance; a condition that, if once agreed to 
by us, would prove fatal to the colony when the prices of ſugar ſhall be reduced to its

uſual ſtandard. We humbly beg leave to repreſent to your Majeſty, that this colony was re- 


duced to the utmoſt diſtreſs by the efforts made during the laſt American war, to reſiſt the 


united forces of all the foes of Great - Britain; that the diſtreſſes occaſioned at that time were

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ſach, that the whole ſagar crop, remitted to Great-Britain in the year 1983, paid little 
more than the duties to the Crown, and the charges of the Britiſh merchants; that, 
at the end of this unfortunate war, a ſucceſſion of hurricanes hitherto unknown ſo com- 
pletely. ruined many families, even amongſt the oldeſt ſettlers in the iſland, that a 
great number of eſtates were ſold to pay the debts incurred in the mother country; that 
the high price of ſugar unexpectedly has given ſome relief to the diſtreſſed planters, and 
that, though we lament the principal cauſe of ſuch high prices, we declare to your 
Majeſty, that only ſuch accidental and temporary increaſe in the value of our ſtaples 
could have ſaved this. iſland from abſolute bankruptcy. - We have always moſt chear- 
fully afforded every additional ſubſiſtence and comfort in our power, not only to your Ma- 
jeſty's troops ſtationed in this iſland, but to their wives and children, and. our grants | 
have been ſo liberal that we can venture to affirm, that the troops ſtationed in Jamaica 
are as healthy and better provided for than in any other part of your Majeſty's dominions ; 
that the ſums which have been granted to build and repair the forts, conſtructed for the 
defence of the iſland againſt foreign enemies, to provide barracks and hoſpitals for the army, 
and for the pay and ſubſiſtence of our. militia, in wars wherein the iſland had no other 
concern but being part of the Britiſh Empire, if referred to, will demonſtrate our zeal 
for the proſperity of the parent ſtate ; but that, independently of the -riſk of pledging 
ourſelves, whilſt the price of ſugar is ſo. uncertain, we cannot vote the ſums demanded
